Attorney Dady. had appeared before the 
crowd of saloon men and formally gave 
them hia final decision. 1 ' 

Then after he retired from the hall, 
the motion carried that the aaloo.nkeep- 
era agnree formally to accept tlieyultl- 
matum and he later returned to the 
hall to hear each one of the following 
men in response to his name 'when 
called, agree to keep his saloon closed 
on Sundays: , Henry Dowe, AmiLPahl, 

S. Mathiesent H, Buenting, J. A. Mor- 
rison, Otto Schueneman. Axel Huseby, 
M. M. Havens, Herman Kaping, Oliver 
Woods. -Godfrey Johnson, Ed Fichter, 
Chas Armes, Louis DeProft, Johnson & 
Panesi, B. Loechner, F. Pastleloup, F. 
Priska,, John Corbett, Albert Toah, P, 
Wi-Schultz, A. Sherer, Geo; Koeth. 

The meeting was all-important, - in 
fact, it was perhaps the most import-, 
ant of the kind ever held In Lake cqun' 

ty. For, whoever heard o£ 23 saloon 
keepers getting together and agreeing 
to observe a certain thing like this? 

Attorneys Welch and Fields of Wau 
kegan were present for the liquor mbni 
and they advised them to no.tify the 
' state's attorney that they would •ac- 
quiesce in his demands. 

It seems that an effort was made by 
the saloon men. to get Mr. Dady to 
continue the cases of selling on Sundays 
as now standing in county court against 

Messrs. Johnson and Woof^s on the 
assurance that they would not violate 
the law in the future. 

Aaa result of this suggestion, Mr. 
Dady went to Fox Lake Tuesday and 
' appeared before the regularly Called 
meeting of the keepers. 

In substance, Mn Dady said to. them': 

''Gentlemen of Fox Lake you cannot 
continue Bpjling liquor on Sunday while 
: I am state's altorney. , If you persist in 
selling contratv ,tpjaw I ajiall continue 
tij prosecute every one who does. What 
\U fair-for other parts pf thecounty'is 
fair for Fox Lake and'the law must be 
observed., ' I understand you are al- 
most ready to make a promise that you 
will not sell on Sunday in future. ^ 

.-•Let me warn you not' to-make a 
promise that you do not intend keeping 
for, if you don't kesp your word, ^ I 
shall prosecute every violation. I aim- 
: ply aak that the law be observed and 
propose to see that it is." 'i 

Mr. Dady then left the hall for an 
hour, and returning, * hia was notified 
that It was the sense of the meeting 
the Sunday law be observed In .future* 

VYbu have given me your worda on 
your honor,'- said J)ady after each man 
had answered to his nam a and said he 
had agreed to observe the Sunday law, 
**Bnd I warn you that you .must nbt 
break. your word or it will go hard with 
you* I hope you >will stick to your 
word and If you d^, there will be no 
future trouble while I am in ofUce. 

"As I desire* to be fair,' I shall in 
face of .yodr agreement, continue the 
two cases which were set for trial on 
Wednesday, until the October term, 
pending developments and determina- 
tion of whether you ■ intend to atick to 
your word.' s

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The quick thought and bravery of 
three men and the effective work of 
artificial resuscitation by another group 
of men after he had been carried un- 
conscious from the water. Monday af- 
ternoon saved the jife of Al DeShaye, 
a bartender employed at the Heidelberg 
saloon on Genesee street near Water 
street, Woukegan, who, with a young 
lady friend. Miss Irene Miltiraore. 204 
South Genesee street, Waukegan, walk- 
ed into a hole at the Madison street 
beach and was engulfed for a time in 
water. 

The young woman revived immediate- 
ly after she wac taken from the water, 
but six men worked for an hour before 
they were convinced that DeShaye 
would revive. He was then removed 
to the Jane McAlister hospital. 

DeShaye and the young lady had 
gone to the beach early in the after- 
noon DeShaye. it is said, knew how 
to swim. The couple secured a row 
boat and rowed to the north beach 
where they remained several hours 
bathing. Then they returned to the 
harbor and decided to enter the water 
at the Madison street beach. They had 
barely entered the water when, hand 
in hand, .the couple started to walk out 
ward from shore. ■ They were all alone 
at the beach. . 

They intended walking until the wa- 
ter came up to their chin. They had 
walked about. 100 yards from shore and 
were near a point even with the spring- 
ing board on the bathing pier. Sudden 
ly the ground dropped beneath their 
feet and they realized they were 

stepping in a hole. They tried to 
scramble back but their attempts were 
unsuccessful. Miss Miltimore scream- 
ed for help. She was excited but man- 
aged to keep her Head aboye the water, 
She.could feel the young man slipping 
away from her— she knew he had sunk 
into the hole. After the , water had 
cloaed over her companion she continu- 
ed calling for help. . 

Clarence Wetzel, another bather at 
the beach, was sitting on the bathing 
pier. He leaped into the water and 
swam toward them. The screams .for 
help were heard by a group of young 
men seated in an auto near the boat 
livery,'. They ran out on the pier and 
realizing the position of the girl, four 
of the young men. Leo Bradbury.Ben^y 
McMahon, Arthur Little and "Skinny" 
I^IcGrain leaped Jnto the water from 
the pier without removing their cloth- 
ing. 

The group swam to the assistance of 
young Wetzel, who was attempting to 
keep the girl's head above the water. 
:Leo Bradbury assisted the young lady 
to the pier. Then it became known to 
the;,,jescurer3 that- there was also a 
man in the water. Conflicting stories 
are told as to who saved the man, but 
it is known thot Clarence Wetzel dove 
for.DeShaVe and was assisted in holding 
him above the water by McMahon, 
Bradbury and McGrain until Harbor 
Master Nicholas Larson went to the 
rescue in a boat and assisted in towing 
the rescuers and, rescued to^hore. De- 
Shaya had been under water 4 minutes. 

immediately after the unconscious 
form of the victim was placed on the 
pier the work of resuscitation was 
started*'. Five or six men. entered into 
the work with a vim, using-tho old 
fashioned methods of resuscitation. ~ - 

The work of reviving the man was 
directed by Capt Davenport and Emil 
Tewes, lighthouse keeper, "^who used 
their experience gained in their 40 or 
more yeara of service about the Great 
Lakes to assist them in the resuscita- 
tion work. Dr. Hoeftner also assisted 
in directing the wortc. 

The man was rolltd over a barrel un- 
til all of the water was forced from his 
stomach. Then artiflclal respiration 
followed; , For nearly an hpiir the men 
worked before DeShdya opened hia 
leyea. ' ■ 



THIEVES ENTER 

DENTAL OFFICES 

DURING THE NIGHT 

The neatetJt and most baffling series 
of robberies that has occurred in Wau- 
kegan for some time, was reported to 
the police department Monday morning 
when it was learned that the offices of 
two dentists,, Dr. C. H, Albrecht. 139 
Genesee street and Dr. 0. H, Wood- 
ward, 123 Genesee street, had been en- 
tered during the night and a large 
quantity of gold taken. The thefts 
were committed in a thorough manner 
as far as their depredations proceeded. 
Nothing but the gold was molested, not 
even a tool or appliance of any kind in 
the rooms were removed from their 
place. Even the doors were securely 
locked by the thieves after their de- 
parture. The thefts ot both of the 
offices was accomplished by the same 
thieves, the police believe. The total 
amount of gold secured by the thieves 
is estimated at $185. 

The amounts secured was as follows: 

Dr. Albrecht— Flour gold and gold 
crowns amounting to $55. 

Dr. Woodward— Sheets, plate and 
filling gold, $75. Gold in the form of 
bridge work and crownB,$75. Total $150. 

The thieves made their entrance into 
the office rooms through doors with 
aid of skeleton keys. They entered the 
rooms' and sought out the gold without 
as much as ;'earranging any of the cov- 
erings of the cabinets. They selected 
the gold from the other metals and 
then departed, locking the door after 
them. 

In the office of Dr. Woodward, the 
thieves failed to enter the laboratory 
room where a large quantity of gold 
was lying about on the tables in the 
forms of crowns and bridges. The door 
of the laboratory was unlocked. 

The thefts were not discovered until 
morning when the dentists arrived and 
noted the absence of the gold from the 
usual af.oring .places. It was only af- 
ter nn extended search in the offices 
that the dentists became convinced, 
they were robbed, so completely had 
the thefts been covered up.

fire as the gasoline exploded and, burn- 
ing rapidly caused the occupants to leap 
for their lives into water which waa 
perhaps fifty feet deep. 

That all escaped with their lives was 
due entirely to.'the fact that they were 
used to boating and that they all "kept 
their heads." 

They were at least a half mile from 
shore, opposite the Lippincott hotel 
when something went wrong ijyith the 
ignition system of the gasoline' launch 
and an explosion followed. The boat 
Caught fii-e quickly, and in an instant, 
although they started to fight the., 
flames at once, the boat was being en- 
gulfed in flames. ■

Shaw grabbed them both as they 
came up Che second time and being a' 
strong swimmer, he tdid them to 'be 
careful and cling to him with as little 
effort as possible, telling them he could, 
keep them up If they would. 

In the meantime, the other young 
man had started to swim to shore for 
help. He made the trip in short time 
and soon aroused persons at the hotel 
who leaped into a boat and rowed far 
life toward the flickering fire which 
came from the t>oat which had gradual- 
ly burned itself to the water's edge« 
They soon located the four victims, all 
half dead in the water. They were 
hauled into the boat and taken to shore 
where the young women were almost 
prostrated by their experience, for at 
no time did any of the four who had 
fought fur their lives, believe they had 
a chance to pull through the terrible 
ordeal.

AT LEAST SIXTY WOUNDED 



KIng'a Own Scottish Bordcpers, Guard- 
Ino Contraband Arms Connscated 
From Natlonalista, Are Attacked and 
FIro Fatal Volloy. 

Dublin, JiUy 28.— Two cicu and two 
womoa wcro killed and at Icaet Sixty 
personB woro wounded In tbo Urat 
actual battlo of tho Irlah erabrogllo. It 
vtaa a fight between Irish Natiouallsta 
and tho King's Own Scottish Border- 
<ir&, and boa aroused sroat excitement. 

All tho wounded aro In hospitals and 
It 1b reported that at leo^t seven of 
them ore dylu^. Among tbo moet ae- 
vorcly hurt Is M, J. Judge, prominent 
oIHcer in tho Nationalist volunteers. 

The fight was caused when tbo sol- 
dlors seized a consignment of contra- 
band arms destined for tbo National- 
ists. Tho arms bad been landed at 
Howth. a seaport not far from Dublin, 
and wcro brought to this city shortly 
uliGT noon. 

Tho authorities, having received 
secret Information of tho arrival of tho 
rlfloo and ammunition, conflscatcd 
them as soon as Uiey were brought In- 
flldo the limits of Dublin. 

The Nationalists, who had bopod 
that the arms would bo available for 
use in tbo threatened olash with tho 
Ulster army, bitterly resisted the seiz- 
ure, first in riots then in actual bat- 
tlo with tho troopers. 

Tho King's Own Borderers, one of 
tbo "prlzo" reglmenta In the lirltish 
army, formed a hollow square about 
tho conflscatcd arms. Presenting a 
Btono wall front to approach from all 
directions, tho soldiers stood on guard 
awaiting tho onslaught of the Natlon- 
xUists. 

When the expected <^arge came, 
8omo of tho Nationalists bearing arms 
and others provided with stones and 
Blmilar mlaalles with which to pelt the 
Boldlera. the command was given to 
fire. 

Only one volloy was flred. two men 
and two women falling dead In the 
forefront of tho attackers while the 
■wounded dropped all about them. 

The Nationalists then retreated bear 
Ing their wounded with them and or- 
der was immediately restored. It Is 
feared that other clashes may follow 
this, the opening skirmish of tho home 
rulo warfare, as there Is Intense bit- 
ternese throughout Dublin over the 
loss of life. 

Excited crowds filled tho streets at 
night, many of the men bearing rifles. 
Tho King's Own Scottish Borderers 
are confined to their barracks to pre- 
Tent an attack. A mob shortly after 
nightfall atoned a street car In which 
* soldier In uniform woa a passenger.

'Will not bo considered until the gen- 
eral elections in Mexico are assured 
and commlaalons are appointed to set- 
tle tho Indemnities due American in- 
torests.

Will Be First of Its Class at 

Panama Canal. 

Honolulu, H. I.. July 27.— On read- 
ing news dispatches printed here that 
Governor Goothals of the Panama 
Canal Zone will open the canal to 
merchant vessels of less than 30 feet 
draft August 15, Joseph Lelter. who Is 
making a trip around the world with a 
party of friends on board Howard 
Gould's steam yacht, tho Niagara, has 
decided that ho will return to New 
York by way of tho canal. Accord- 
ingly the Niagara will sail for tho west 
coast of Mexico today and drop down 
to the Isthmus, in tho hope of being 
the first yacht to traverse the canal. 



Senators Hitherto Friendly to Admin- 
istration Warn Wilson They Are 
Against Nominee. 

Washington, July 25. — President 
Wilson has withdrawn tho nomination 
of Thomas D. Jones of Chicago as a 
member of tho federal reserve board 
and so accepts the first defeat he has 
received at tho handa of congress. 

Mr. Jones was tho president's "per- 
sonal choice" for tho board. The presi- 
dent so announced several weeks ago 
In a letter to Senator Owen, chairman 
of tho bonking and currency commit- 
tee. Thia letter waa tho signal for re- 
newed efforts on the part of the sena- 
tora opposing Jones. Their triumph 
was signalized by tfio president's an- 
nouncement 

Tho friends of the administration 
mado every effort to swing enough 
votes to confirm Jones. They were at 
least five short Tho attacks on tho 
president, on Jones and od the Demo- 
crats finally became bo bitter that tho 
Democratic leaders went to the White 
House and frantically urged the presi- 
dent to glvo In. 

The climax came wiion a group of 
senators who have been regarded as 
friendly to the odmlnlstratlon In tho 
flght Bent word to the president that If 
he forced them to vote they could not 
and would not aupport him and 
his candidate. Among these aenatora 
were Clarke of Arkanaaa. Johnson of 
Maine and Shiv'ely of Indiana. There 
were eight or nine othora In the group, 
sufilcient to convince even tho presi- 
dent that tho outlook was hopeleas. 

Tho president did not take his defeat 
gracefully. There Is an underiylng 
note of bitterneas In his letter to Mr. 
Jones, according to his request that his 
name bo withdrawn, and with a certain 
amount of sarcasm ho refers to Sen- 
ators Reed of Missouri and Hitchcock 
of Nebraska, who were leading tho 
flght against Jones, as "members of the 
majority who have usually acted with" 
tho Republicans.

Tho police of New Orleans sent a 
poaso of 50 men to hunt down tho pair, 
and the railroad company sent out a 
special train with deputies. 

The men boarded the train at New- 
Orleans and remained In ono of the 
sleepers until tho limited slowed for 
the crossing. Then one of them pulled 
the bell cord, bringing the train to a 
stop. Instantly tho leader, a tall man, 
who appeared wearing a dark suit of 
clothes and a white bandage around 
his face, pulled his revolver and com- 
pelled Conductor Potter to throw up 
his hands. While Potter waa covered 
with tho gun, the smaller bandit went 
through hie pockets, taking $10.50. 
Just as they finished thIa work and 
were atartlng toward the rear of tho 
train, a tranafer man from New Or- 
leans entered the car. The robbers 
searched him and obtained $3.50. 

Eglin came In about this tlmo, and 
one of the robbers coolly flred at him, 
putting a bullet In the brakeman's ab- 
domen and killing him almost Instant- 
ly. One of the nogro porters also en- 
tered tho car. and was flred at, but 
dodged out of sight unharmed. 

By this time the train was humming 
like a beo hivo with angrj' passengers, 
and tho leader of tbo band blow a 
whistle that hung around his neck and 
ran to the door of tho coach and 
sprang to tho ground.. His partner fol- 
lowed. Standing there In tho dark 
they fired half a dozen shots down tho 
length of tho cars, driving everyone in- 
side for a tlmo. Then they ran down 
tho road for a distance and vanished.

Great Wall of Water, Rushing Down 

Cornet Canyon, Overwhelms the 

Place— Warning by Miner 

Oaves Many. 

Donvor. Colo.. July 20.— Tho llttio 
mining town of ToIUirldo, Colo., fa- 
mous tho world over, wnii virtually 
wiped off thH map as a nmnlt of a 
cloudburst In Cornet onick, four miles 
above tho main part of iho city. 

Two women arc known to have boon 
drowned, and 15 chlldrou wore ros- 
cuod after a wall of water from oight 
to twenty feet high had hit tho city. 

That tho loaa of lifo waa not heavier 
Is considoro-* (slmost miraculous. Cot- 
not canyon runa a precipitous course 
directly Into tho city of Telluride. 
Tho town has a population of 4,000. A 
majority of tho luhabitunta arc minors 
and their fnmtiloa. 

Gregory Sanchez, a miner who lives 
at tho mouth of the canyon, has been 
III and was not working. Sitting upon 
hla humble porch ho heard the roar of 
tho torrent IIo ran half clnd Into the 
town, warning everyone ho paaaed. 
Ho was the means of saving scores of 
llvos; for, aoon after he had given the 
warning, hundreds of families were 
lleeing to tho hllisldea. 

All Tolluride'a 4,000 Inhabitants aro 
huddled In upper atorlcs of houses on 
the sides of the hills. Many of them 
know that their little homes have 
boon wrecked beyond repair; but, with 
tho atcrn heroism of the miner and 
hla own, thoy do not complain. 

The physical loss la greater than 
any In Tellurido yet realize. Experta 
declare that tho property damage can- 
not be under $275,000. Not n residence 
or a business house In the little city, 
except n few cottages scattered along 
tho aides of tho hills, remains whole. 

TIio dead are Mrs. John Johnson, 
wifo of u miner, and Mrs. E. E. Biake- 
ly, n Jewelor'a wife. Thomas Welsh, 
mine owner, Is missing. 

When tho flood hit the city proper 
there was no dearth of heroes. John 
Sands, teamster, and Harry Lylc, a 
miner, rescued 20 children wiio had 
been literally washed out of their 
homes.

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AUSTRIA MAKES BIIIEii ACCUSATIONS 

Foreign Office Contemptuously Re|ects Servia's Ansv/er to Note 
Tliat Was Cause of the Present Unrest Throughout Eu- 
rope—Is Called Dishonest in Spirit. 



Aimed to Create False Impression, Is Another Charge Made- 
United States Will Take No Part in the Trouble— Causes ' 
That Have Led to War Set Forth Succinctly. 



Vlomiu, July 28.— A communication 
laBUod by thw Austro-Irruiigurlftn for- 
eign olllco not forth the Aiiatrlon 
view of lhn Sorvliui reply to Austrla'B 
nolo demanding tho ccaaatlon of tho 
Pnn-Servlan agitation and tho punish- 
ment of those concornod In tho assaa- 
HhmtloM at . Sarajevo of Archduke 
FrnnclB t^ordlnand and hla consort. 
Tho communication also gives tho 
reiiBonn for Austria's dlsBatlafactlon 
with Servia's reply. 

"The object of tho Servian note," 
the communication says, "la to create 
tho falHo ImprcBslon that tho Servian 
Kovernraent Is prepared In great meaa- 
uro to comply with our demands. 

"As a matter of fact, however, Ser- 
via's noto Is nilcd with the spirit of 
dlshonoaty. which clearly lets It bo 
Hoen that the Servian government Is 
not seriously^ deterralnned to put an 
end to tho culpable tolerance It hither- 
to has uxtonUed to intrigues against 
tho AuHtro-Hungarlan monarchy. 
Concesslona Not Sufficient. 

"The Servian noto contains such far- 
reaching roBorvationfl and limitations 
not only regarding tho general princi- 
ples of our action but also In regard 
to the Individual claims we have put 
forward that the concessions actually 
made by Servia become Insignificant 

"In particular, our demand for the 
participation of the Austro-Hungarlan 
authorities In Investigations to detect ' 
accomplices In tho conspiracy on Ser- 
vian territory has been rejected, while 
our riiquest that meaaurcs be taken 
against the Servian press hoetilo to 
Austria-Hungary has been declined, 
and our wish that tho Servian govern- 
ment take tho necessary measures to 
prevent the dissolved Auatrophobe aa- 
Boclations continuing their activity un- 
der another namo and undor anorthcr 
form, has not been considered. 
Servia's Procedure Criticized. 

"Since the claims In tho Austpo- 
Hungariuu note of July 2:1, regard being 
bad to tho attitude hitherto adopted by 
Servlu, represent the minimum ot 
what is uiecoBsary for the establish- 
ment of permanent peace with the 
Routlieuatern monarchy, tho Servian 
answer must bo regarded as unsatis- 
factory. 

"That tho Servian government Itself 
Is conKclous that Its noto Is not ac- 
ceptable to us Is proved by tho clr- 
cumstnucu that it proposes at tho end 
of the noto to submit tho dispute to 



arbitration— an Invitation, which iB 
thrown Into Its proper Ugbt by the 
fact that throe hours before handing 
In the note a few minutes before the 
expiration of tho time limit, tho.mot>- 
lltzatlon of the Servians took place." 
Military Selxe Railways. 

Tho military took posaesBlon of all 
tho railroads In Austria, and canceled 
the regular scheduled trains. Tho last 
passenger train from Carlsbad reached 
Berlin with a large number of Ameri- 
can fugitives, who brought tales of ho- 
tels, bath houses and shops closing, 
because tho able-bodied proprietors 
and employes had been called to the 
colors. Tho cab sorvlco was demoral- 
ized by the moblltzatlou. 

Tho IlUBslan embassy hero Is guard- 
ed' by tho police In order to pro\'cnt 
demonelrations against tho nation. 
The Gorman government has expressed 
regret to tho Russian representatlvo 
at tho demonstration which occurred 
on Saturday night.

Precipitation of France, Ger- 
many and Italy Into the crisis 
by Russia's determination to' 
block any change In the balance 
of power in the Balkans. 

The known purpose of Russia 
to use all her armies to this end 
makes that great empire In ef- 
fect' an ally of Servia^ and In 
turn draws France to support 
the Russian standard through 
an offensive and defensive al- 
liance., 

Russia's espousal of the Serv* 
Ian cause automatically brings 
Into pipy the triple alliance, In 
which Germany and Italy are 
bound to rally ;to the support of 
their ally, Austria.

Constantino Theodore Dumba, ambas- 
sador from Austria-Hungary, crdcred 
alt Austrian consuls In this country 
to Inform all Austrlan-IIunirarlan re- 
BorvlstB In tho United Statca to pre- 
pare to return to their native land In 
event ot war with Servia. 

"I expect," Doctor Dumba snld, "to 
rocoivo warning at any moment now 
that war has been declared. When It 
com^, I Hholl order all my country- 
men Up to the age of forty-two years 
In this country to prepare to return to 
Austria. Notlcea to this effect will be 
published In the dlfferont newspapers 
In this country in our several lan- 
guages. At present I think there are 
In tho United States 200,000 Austrlans 
and Hungarians."

Paris. — Tho possibility of a general 
European war was commented upon 
extensively by the French press. 

"If Europe wants peace Servia must 
be conquered," declared tho Journal Au- 
torlto. It expresaes tho hope that 
tho government will take note of "tho 
German menace and support Us ally, 
Itussla, for tho national honor and 
even ^In 'the IntcrestB of European 
peace." 

The Ilepubltque Francalse counsolB 
the government to play Its role flrmly; 
but with calmness, and adds: 

"Wo are called upon to Intervene, 
not aa mediators but as bollIgcrcntB. 
with all our forces. Honor, intorost 
and respect for conventions make. It 
an Imperious obligation." 

Tho Petit Parlslen says: "The situ- 
ation la serious, but If It does not Im- 
ply optimism, which would be rldl- 
cuIqub, It does not admit of pessim- 
ism, which would be justified only if 
tbo people lost tbolr sang-froid."

Should Conflict Involve All Europe That Number of Soldiers Would 

Be Put Into'the Field by the Various 

Nations Involved. 



Estimate of the Cost of the Struggle Is More Than $54,000,000 

for Each Day of Fighting— Comparison of the 

Armies and Navies Concerned. 




six million soldiers are available for 
war duty in the event the crisis be- 
tween Servia and Austria-Hungary 
should involve all Europe. 

Austrlo, largo as she Is In territory 
and population, docs not outnumber 
Servia In available trained men so 
heavily as might be expected. Dut tho 
serlouanoas of the situation lies In tho 
fact that, once hostilities between the 
two principals begin, a general war 
might be Inovliable. 

Should Russia make good her threat 
to aid Servia, It Is believed Germany 
and Italy would Join their ally— Aus- 
tria. In Buch circumstances it Is be- 
lieved that Great Britain and France, 
the two remaining powers In the triple 
entente, would not permit their ally, 
Russia, to fight such a serious battle 
alone. This might mean the arraying 
of Russia. Franco and Britain— and 
posalbly Rumania — on the aide ot Ser- 
via, and Germany and Italy on the 
Bide of Austria, with the posalblllty 
than the other Balkan nations and 
Turkey may be dragged Into the quar- 
rel. 

Austria Has 415,000. 
Austria's army la credited with a 
peace strength of 415,000 men and 
1.180 guna, which tho first line re- 



serves would Increase In a few days 
to 800,000 men. Scrvla can mobilize 
all of her male population able to bear 
arms to the number of 324,000, al- 
though she maintains only 36,000 men. 

Ab Austria must guard the Itusslan 
frontier and leave some troops In the 
great elav territory, any army she 
might attempt to throw across the 
Danube Into Servia would not bo of 
overwhelming strength. Germany's 
field army In time of wor numbers 1,- 
220,000 men. Behind this field army 
stands an active reserve of 600,000 
men of the Landwchr, and behind 
them still l.COO.OOO men who have had 
mUltary training. 

Russia's Resources Vast. 

On a peace footing tho Rusalan army 
numbers 1,384,000 men. Many of those 
men would not be available, but mili- 
tary experts concede that Itussla could 
hurl 1,500,000 men across the German 
and Austrian frontiers. Behind them 
are several million trained and partly 
trained men. The French army Is 
thought to number about 600,000 men, 
and war would mean an Increase to 
1,300,000. On a peace basis tho lUlIan 
army consists of slightly more than 
300,000 men, and In tlmo of war 
500,000.

Congreis Plans to Rob Cape Hatteras, 

to a Large Ext»nt, of Us 

Perils. 

"Gale off Hatteraa" Is an entry made 
by the captains of coastwise sailing 
ships on almost every voyage. For 
years Hatteras has been a place of 
terror, If not to tho marine^:, certainly 
to tho pasaengors under his charge. 
Tho old storm cape, however. Is soon 
to lose a part of Us fear. Mao can- 
not stop the storms, but he Is going 
to provide for vcaaels to escapo their 
fury. 

Sea captains notoriously are roU-. 
cent when passengers ask tbem ques- 
tions. No old sailor ever has been 
willing to admit to any of his paesen- 
gera that Hatteras Is any worse than 
a hundred other places on the coast, 
and yet ho knows that It Is about aa 
bad a sea spot as can be found any- 
where In tho whole broad expanse of 
ocean. So, while the questioners are 
told that off Hatteras the water will 
be as calm as anywhere else, captain 
and crow always make things snug 
for a gale or worse when approaching 
tho sea off tho headland. 

Congress has appropriated tl.4O0.- 
000 for preliminary work on a Hat- 
teras 8oa wall, which U to be a mile 



and^a half long, 20 feet wide at the 
top.'and 45 feet high. 

It will be the guarding wall of a 
harbor of refuge. Into tho lee of which 
voBaels can run for shelter when the 
storms rage. This wall will rob the 
Hatteras seas of some of their terrors, 
and with thom will pass some ot tho 
"Interesting excitement" always felt 
by seagoers when they approach the 
water zono which always has been 
one of tumult

Cost of Flying Aeroplanes. 
It Is estimated that the fuel and 
oil costs of an aeroplane of high pow- 
er run Into about flvo dollars per hour 
ot flight In England thero ore from 
ono hundred and twenty to one bun* 
dred and fifty aeroplanes, and aa each 
machine Is expected to do about two 
hundred and fifty hours' flying annual- 
ly, tho significance of high fuel costs 
will begin to bo appreciated. It will 
bo measured by a fuel and oil bill of 
about ono hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year at retail prices, Thoso 
who redd the signs expect tho rate of 
Increaao of air-craft to continue to 
ono thousand aeroplanes, and many 
dozens ot airships wfthln tho next two 
years mean probably a fuel and oil 
bill ot 91,260.000. It has been further 
estimated that on tho above supposi- 
tion ot development aeronautics may 
bo expected within two years to tako 
one-sixth part ot tho fuel consumption 
ot all the motor-vehicles In Britain. 
Ot the total consumption, oetlmated 
by Mr. Crltchley at about ono hundred 
mtlllon gallons a year, It sooms that 
twenty million gallons are used by the 
omnibuses and taxlcabs ot London, 
while motor boats, motor cycles and 
sundry users take 10.000,000, so that 
on thls^tiasls thu 100)000 vehicles In 
England take 70.000,000 gallons.

above ground ha^l been burned or cut 
down. A aample if dried mature ele- 
phant grass wasfeent recently from 
"Uganda to the Imerlol Institute with 
tho object of ascelainlng Its suitabili- 
ty for the manufs^ure of paper.

available would bo sufficient, for 40 
years supply. During that period tho 
spruce would largely reproduce itself. 
BO that by progressive and careful 
management of tho forest an area of 
100,000 acres should afford a perpetual 
supply to a mill of the capacity given. 

Tho problem has also been studied 
by Glfford PInchot, the forestry ex- 
pert, and the valuable and elaborate 
experiments he has carried out on the 
subject of the growth of spruce are of 
special interest. A largo area of for- 
est land was carefuHy examined as to 
the nature of timber, its condition and 
Its growth. Mr. Plnchot's experiments 
enabled him to flguro tho exact 
amount of timber which could be cut 
from the forest and the number of 
years which would elapse before an 
oqual quantity of timber could be cut 
from the same arcs. This Is beat Illus- 
trated as follows: 

The case studied was that of a man 
owning 100.000 acres, yielding an av- 
erage of soven cords per acre of 
spruce ten Inches or more in diameter, 
and the problem was to ascertain bow 
much tho owner could cut annually if 
be wished to obtain a sustained annual 
yield, and how soon he could, return 
to the portion cut over the Hrst year 
and cut the same amount of timber of 
about tho same diameter limit as at 
first Mr. PInchot prepared tables 
showing tho total amount of wood with 
a diameter limit of ten inches to 
bo 700,000 cords, while the same yield 
of pulp wood could be obtained after 
87 years. The area to bo operated an- 
nually would bo the thirty-seventh 
part of 100,000, or 3,700 acres, while 
the annual cat of wood would be the 
thirty-seventh part of 700.000, or 19.000 
cords. 

A brief examination of these figures 
and facts would Indicate that there Is 
no apparent danger of either the pulp 
or tho paper industry being deprived 
of tho sources of raw matorlol. 

Tho discovery of the art of making 
paper has bfion credited to many men 
of many nationalities. It has, however, 
been established beyond a doubt that 
it originated in tho Orient. 

The Hindus and tho Arabs learned 
It from tho Chinese. Tho Arabs, In- 
vading Spain, brought tho art with 
them and Uttle by little Europe learned 
from Asia and from Africa how paper 
was made. Bailey WiUIs of the Uni- 
ted States geological survey has gath- 
ered in his travels through China 
some interesting documents showing 
how paper was made there many cen- 
turies ago. 

One of these documents is a photo- 
graph taken by him of a double trip 
hammer used In many parts of the 
Celestial empire , and which Is still 
being used in some places for making 
paper from bamboo stalks. The Chi- 
nese papormakor's outfit consisted of 
several tanks where the bamboo was 
rotted with water, a trip hammer run 
by an undershot water whoel. a tray 
on which tho pulp was dried and dyed, 
resulting at length In strong wrapping 
paper. 

In the United States the history of 
papermalilng does not cover more than 
two hundred years. The first paper 
mill was, probably that established by 
Barnes H. WIllcox, who flourished 
about 1730. Tho old mill still stands 
today In a picturesque and fertile val- 
ley of Pennsylvania. The interesting 
story of this pioneer of what Is today 



one of tho loading IndustrieH of Amer 
lea Is contained In the records of the 
American Catholic HlBtorical society 
of Philadelphia, prepared by n direct 
descendant of the original American 
papcrmaker. 

Tho exact date of the opening of the 
old WIllcox mill is unknown, although 
It appears that James M. WiUcox paid 
taxes in tho town of Concord, Pa., as 
eariy as 1725, From its establlahmont 
until 1775 little Is known of tho opera- 
tions of tho mill, but at the latter date 
the first paper for Continental curren- 
cy was manufactured, and hero, too, 
was made some of tho paper used by 
Benjamin Franklin, who was at that 
time operating a printing office In Phil- 
adelphia. 

In 1776. when tho war made impoa* 
Bible the importation of foreign paper, 
congress realized tho necessity of 
keeping In operation the paper mills in 
tho vicinity of Phlladelphhi. which pro- 
duced nearly one-half of all the paper 
made In tho colonies, and resolved. 
"That the papermakera in Pennsylva- 
nia be detained from proceeding with 
their associates to New Jersey," 

As liiustratlhg the importance of the 
manufacture of paper In those days 
and tho limited number of manufactur- 
ers engaged in tho business, the ex- 
perience of Nathan Sellers in May, 
1776, may be told. Nathan Sollera was 
an expert In the manufacture of molds 
used In the making of paper, and 
whllo he was serving In the patriot 
army the papermakera experienced 
so much difficulty in obtaining proper 
molds that a petition was addressed 
to congress praying "that Nathan Sell- 
ers be ordered to return from service 
to mi^ko the proper, suitable molds for 
carrying on the paper manufactory." 
This petition received favorable ac- 
tion. 

Tho AVillcoi mill made the first bills 
containing water marks for tho state 
of Pennsylvania and also manufac- 
tured paper for the currency of several 
other colonies. Years later paper for 
the currency of Uie Confederation of 
States was made at the same eatab- 
liahment, and It was to the old Ivy 
mills also that tho government applied 
In 1812. It was at the. latter period 
that a distinctive paper with colored 
silk threads woven through it was 
made for tho government's use. 

The first machine for grinding wood 
into pulp was Invented in Germany In 
1844, but It was In tho United States 
that sulphite fiber was first used In 
1867, resulting In tho production, very 
much more cheaply than previously, of 
a strong cellulose fiber from spruce 
■wood. 

The American paper trade began Its 
real d<ivelopment, about tho year 1850, 
and Its progreas since that date has 
never been interrupted. New and wider 
machines soon replaced the old narrow 
ones, and the rapid advances in prices 
of cotton helped to popularize the use 
of many articles made of paper. The 
result was an equally marked advance 
In paper prices. 

Paper machines used from 1870 to 
1885 produced paper at what was then 
regarded as the tremendous speed of 
130 feet a minute on- machines of a 
maximum width of from 80 to 00 
inches. Many modem high speed ma- 
chines aro now running i^Jght and ioy 
on news paper at almost Ave times 
that speed. 



Woolworth Structure Is Giant of All, 

Being 765 Feet Above the Pave- 

ment, 200 Feet Hlghep Than 

Pyramid of Cheops. 

New York.— A well-known insurance 
company has stated its intention of 
putting up a building that will tower 
flOl feet Into spaco and poesess some 
sixty-odd stories. A few months ago 
a piece of ground at tho Junction of 
Broadway and Wall street was Bold 
for $600 a square foot, or $25,000,000 
per acre. This is tho highest price 
ever paid for a building site. 

The giant among these skyacrapers 
is the Woolworth building, which 
reaches a height above the pavement 
of 756 feet. It is more than twlco the 
height of St, Paul's cathedral and 
Bome 200 feet higher than the Groat 
Pyramid of Cheops. A few months 
ago tho 46-story Metropolitan building 
hold the palm for height Its topmost 
pinnacle la 685 foot above tho level 
of tho street. It was this building 
which took the record from the 42-

Btory Singer building, with a height of 
B12 feet above tho pavement Adjoin- 
ing this edifice is tho City Investment 
building, 30 stories high, its roof somo 
480 feet above the curb. Then wo 
have the Park Row building, the 
height from tho road to the top of its 
fiagataff being no less than 447 feet 
and the Times building, which rears 
Its head 360 feet Into the air, while 
tho famous Flat Iron structure, with 
Its 20 stories, attains to Bomo 300 feet 
Two factors have made these edifices 
practicable— tho passenger elevator or 
lift and the steel-cage system of con- 
itructlon, which enables the architect 
to design his building to any height 
desired. 

Naturally, before anything can be 
done tho foundations have to be se- 
cured. On account of the great weight 
of these akys crap ors— tho Woolworth 
edifice has a total weight of 160,000 
tons — the foundations have to bo very 
strong. The majority of skyscrapers 
rest on concrete piers sunk down into 
tho earth until they reach solid rock. 
The Woolworth building, for Instance, 
roots on 66 of these piers, reaching 
down to a depth of 120 feet below tho 
level of the street These piers aro 
really immense stool cylinders known 
as cnlsBODB. Into these concrete is 
poured, and as U solidifies it Is 
squeezed together under enormous 
proBBuro exerted from above by com- 
preased air. Thua the foundations of 
Uio Bkj'scrapors are as firm and as 
solid as tho rock on which their piers 
rest Sometimes, if tho soil below tho 
surface Is at all "loose," the engineers 
make a great bod of concrete, which 
forma the "rock," and then sink their 
cnlBsons into It 

As Boon as tho foundations are 
ready the erection of a etcel cage be- 
gins. The bottom portion, or feet of 
tho columns, aro anchored Into the 
piers of concrete, this being done to 
enable tho building to resist wind pres- 
sure. When once the columns aro 
firmly secured construction goes 
ahead very rapidly. Great Jib cranes 
are erected at the very top and used 
to lift the steelwork members Into 
place. As fast as these last roach their 
respective homes they are seized by 
the sky workera, as thoee aerial toil- 
ers are called, who bolt and rivet them 
Into position. 

As the steel cage rises higher and 
higher the sky workers have to tread 
more clrcumopoctly and attend more 
closely to what they are doing, for 
upon each one of them may depend 
tho Uvea of aoveral of his fellows. The 
utmost care with regardto the fall of 
tools, rivets, etc., must be taken, for 
even a amall object wlU ocquire a 
terrific momentum durlug a drop of 
E'^mo hundreds of feet A drift pin 
weighing three pounds rolled off a 
plank on tho highest story of the Mot* 
ropolUan building. It struck a fiango 
sn tho thirty-ninth atory, rebounded 
into tho air and foil on the roof of a 
car In the street below with' Bucb 
force as to pass clean through it

Ho made tho rod his unit and 
asked: "How much bonomeal or acid 
phosphate can I uao with profit to tha 
square rod?" It did not take him long 
to get away from the ridiculous prae- 
tlBo of ualng a pound 'of fertilizing 
material to a rod of soil. Then he 
tried llvo pounda and obtained larger 
proflts, and for an nlfalfa crop ho 
tried ten pounda and even 12 pounds 
to tho rod and secured better and 
more lasting rcaulta. "High fertiliza- 
tion of alfalfa takes some Invosmont," 
he says, "but my experience Is that 
for each dollar I Invest I get back 
from two to four, with more coming 
In years ahead. I would be aehamod 
to put lesB than three pounds of bone- 
meal or phosphate to ono of each 
square rod of alfalfa."
